commonly recited by the people of Asia and some seekers of knowledge in Europe and America. 
2.The tradition of Shu'bah (Reciter of Kufa) by Asim Kofi, this is one of the traditions that students 
of Quranic recitation scholars and others benefit from. 
3.The narration of Warsh (Reciter of Madinah and Egypt) by Nafi 'al-Madani, is recited by the 
people of Arab Morocco, West and Central Africa, and Western Europe (France and Spain).
